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Greek colonels foil 
3-ship navy coup 


ATHENS. — Greek security autho- 
rities have foiled an attempted mu- 
tiny by naval officers — the first 
open attempt to overthrow the re- 
gime from within the armed forces 
since Constantine's abortive 
coup in December 1967. 

Byron Stamatopoulos, Under-Sec- 
retary of State in charge of Press 
and Information, said yesterday two 
retired vice-admirals and a number 
of serving officers plotted to seize 
three warships and use them to top- 
ple the military-backed regime. 


TWO ADMIRALS 

Be declined to reveal the exact 
number of officers involved, but said 
vice-admirais Constantine Engolfo- 
poulcs and Ioannis Mineos, both re- 
Gred, were leaders of the plot. En- 
golfopoulos was chief of the navy 
until April 1967 when he was retir- 
ed for royalist sympathies which are 
still strong in the navy. 

Usually reliable sources said 
about 40 navy officers, some of them 
high-ranying, bad been beld for in- 
terrogation. Some of them have 
been set free pending investigation, 


while others are detained at Peker- 
mi Hotel, a few miles from Athens, 
the sources sald. 

‘The mutineers’ plan calied for the 
three ships to sail and, once on the 
high seas,to send a message to the 
people and an ultimatum to the 
government, He said the mutineers 
were inspired by recently made 
statements of former premier Cons- 
tantine Karamanlis calling for a na- 
tional waity government which would 
Jead Greece to normal political life.

“After all,” he said on Wed- 
nesday, “it was like some note 
you find inside a doughnut which 
says, ‘help, I'm being held pri- 
soner inside this doughnut.'” 

But the note Karber found was 
not a joke. Karber. a political 
scientist who collects tank mo- 
dels, sald it read: “260 of these 
mini-tanks are being made under 
forced labour by prisoner 8993 
Otto Kubert for a total wage 
of $0.40. Sale of this is against 
American law. Garsten Prison, 
Austria.” 

Karber checked it out. 

He found there is a Garsten 
Prison and there had been a pri- 
soner named Otto Kubert, No. 
$993, but he had been released: 


He also learned that prisoners in 
Garsten make the tanks for the 
Heinz Roessler Co., which ships 
them to the U.S. for sale. 

Once before, in 1963, U.S. Cus- 
toms officials found notes in si- 
milar models made for the Roess- 
ler Company. That time U.S. af- 
ficials learned that forced labour 
‘was used, 80 the model 
were ordered removed for sale in 
the U.S., as provided by jaw.

Project officiais sald Skylab may 
have ripped metal, wires, and rods 
hanging from lis golden skin; but 
they expressed confidence thet the 
Pilots could mend the station with- 
out undue risk and stay aloft for 
8. record 28 days. 

The loss of half its power gene- 
rating capability is serious, but 
Skylab's most critical problem is 
overheating from the sun. The in- 
terior of Skylab is Uke an oven 
and must be cooled to be habitable. 


One of three sum shades is ex- 
pected to solve the problem. A de- 
vice shaped lke a lopsided beach 
umbrella was selected Wednesday 
night as the No. 1 choice for the 
solar shade which will be used to 
cool off the sun-baked Skylab. 

Space Agency officials announced 
that Astronauts Charles Conrad Jr., 
Dr. Joseph P. Kerwin and Paul J. 
Weitz will be sent into orbit this 
morning equipped with the umbrel- 
la and two back-up devices designed 
to salvage America’s first space sta- 
tion. Both back-up devices are shades 
which require spacewalks for their 
deployment. 

Should the parasol deployment 
fall, the astronauts will try Sun- 
day to deploy the A-frame curtain.

endure for long.” 


No factory workers 
Noting the closed nature of Hista- 
drut representation, the professor 
complained at not seeing members 
of Hevrat Ovdim factory works com- 
mittees at this conference, Urging 
the federation to rise to the chal- 
lenge of technological change, Prof. 
Ginzberg said the Histadrut's test 
will be how it copes with an in- 
creasing predominance of brain 

workers in the labour force. 
Hevrat Ovdim secretary Asher 
Yadlin noted that Histadrut plants 
pay 20 per cent more than private 
ones.
